BERLIN, Dec. 7.—The _ Reichs- 
bank again surpassed all previous 
records by issuing 110,000,000,000 
paper marks last week. This brings 
the total amount in circulation up 
to 770,000,000,000. The increase was 
chiefly due to large salaries to State 
employes in order to meet the more 
than 100 per cent rise in the cost 
of living in November alone. The 
dollar was recently halted in its 
upward movement at 8300 marks, 
but the cost of living is still going 
up in an effort to reach this gold 
basis. 

If it succeeds it means paper 
mark prices will be about 1000 times 
pre-war costs.

Persons in adjoining buildings told; consultations with Earl Brewer, for-

concern. Boxes were piled near the 
first floor front windows, to give the 
place the appearance of a storeroom, 


‘and trucks, bearing no firm name, 


carrying large boxes, had been un- 
ioaded at the rear door within the 
last two weeks. 

Tax records show the property is 
owned by the Pelligreen Construc- 
tion and Investment Co. of 816 Pine 
street. A member of that firm said 
the building had been rented on Oct. 
16, last, to a firm giving the name 
‘“Benzel Hauling and Storage Co.” 
No such firm is listed in the direc- 
tories. The rental was $300 a month. 
“‘Benzel,’” whose first name was not 
available at the Pelligreen company 
office, could not be reached. 

Shupp Got “Tip” on Plant. 

A “tip” on the plant, received by 
the Rev. W. C. Shupp, superintend- 
ent of the Antisaloon League of 
Missouri, led to the raid. Shupp ac- 
companied four enforcement agents 
on the raid. The operators had 
failed to put in place heavy timbers 
provided to barricade the doors and 
a rear door was standing open. A 
trap door on the roof also was open. 

The stills found were of such size 
that they occupied a part of the third 
and fourth floors, part of the floor- 
ing being cut away. Outlet pipes 
connected with a sewer carried out 
the drainage and the fumes. Coke 
was used for fuel, giving off little 
smoke. 

Stills Made of Copper. 

Copper was used practically 
throughout in construction of the 
stills, which bore no manufacturer's 
marks and apparently had been 
made to order. Each of the two 
stills in operation was about 18 feet 
in height, extending from the floor 
of the third story halfway to. the 
ceiling of the fourth story, where the 
condensers were located. Each still 
was in three sections. The alcohol 
drained from the condensers on the 
fourth floor through a feed pipe to 
the third floor, where it emptied 
through a gauge device into con- 
tainers placed in tubs. 


The 10 mash tanks, constructed 
similar to a cut-down silage tank, 
were new. 
floor and four on the fourth floor. 
Liquid from the tanks was forced 
through a hose connection to the 
stills by a large pump. The mash 
was turned into the sewer today. 

Tanks Of Cypress. 

The tanks, built of cypress with 
10 
feet in height and about 14 feet in 
diameter. They had been  assem- 
bled in the building, as there was 
no opening through which one as-

The treaty relinquishes any claim 
of the United States to the island, 
which is about 59 miles off of the 
Cuban mainiand.

Vance’s widow, Frances Vance 
and Mrs. May Miles of 1714 North 
Leffingwell avenue, were eyewitness- 
es of the shooting. They said at 
the time that they were sitting in 
Vance’s automobile. The police were 
unable to find either, when they were 
sought as witnesses for the trial, and 
testimony was begun today without 
them. 

Vance’s Sister Testifies. 

Connell disappeared after the 
shooting, and was arrested several 
months later. Peter Flanagan of 
2315 Sullivan avenue was indicted 
jointly with Connell, but their cases 
have been severed. 

The State’s witnesses, in the ab- 
sence of the two women named, are 
Mrs. Mabel Sergeant of 2338 Division 
street, a sister of Vance, and police- 
men. Mrs. Sergeant testified today 
that she saw Connell at the scere 
just before the shots were fired, and 
saw him running away immediately 
after. 

The police, after the killing, got a 
statement from Mrs. Vance to the 
effect that Vance and Connell had 
quarreled over Connell’s treatment of 
his 18-year-old wife, the sister -f 
Mrs. Vance, and that the Vances ha:l 
sheltered Mrs. Connell when she had 
fled from her husband. 

Looked From Window. 

Mrs. Sergeant, in her testimony to- 
fay, said that Vance had been about 
to drive Mrs. Vance and Mrs. Miles 
in his machine to a hospital. She 
said she was looking from a window 
in the house. 

“T saw Kink Connell and another 
man come up and ask for Charley,” 
the witness said. “Then I saw Con- 
nell walk around and 1eok into the 
ear. I turned away then ani was 
startled in a few seconds by a suc- 
cession of shots. I ran down to the 
street and saw Charley lying on the 
sidewalk. After looking at him I 
noticed that Kink was running north 
on Twenty-fourth street. 

Describes Connell’s Attire. 

The witness here described Con- 
nell’s outer clothing, naming omong 
other articles a tan raincoat. 

“T then ran across the street cry- 
ing, ‘Kink has shot Charley, Kink 
has shot Charley.’ ”’

DUBLIN, Dec. 7.—After seven cen- 
turies of external rule, against which 
she has fought through gaqneration 
after generation, Ireland has formal- 
ly taken her place as an independent 
nation within the British empire. 
One year to a day after the signing 
ef the London treaty the Irish Free 
State, then hailed as the solution. of 
all Ireland’s troubles, came into be- 
ing. 

Extreme simplicity marked every 
ceretnony connected with the fnau- 
guration of the new government. 

The ceremonies began with the in- 
formal inauguration of Timothy 
Healy as the Free State’s first Gov- 
ernor-General. 

At 5 o'clock Parliament assembled.

The Battle of the Marne. 


Sy# all but succumbed 
the enemy Four times she wavered; four 
times she recovered again; four times; despite 
all, she managed to resist that “last quarter 
of an hour’ which enabled her to await the 
help of her allies In September, 1914, sho 
had thrown herself imprudently forward with 
insufficient war material. Not enough machine 
guns: no modern heavy artillery. Our troops, 
repelled in their ardor, retreated back over 
the Marne, and how diminished numbers! 
Then, with a tremendous e¢ffort, as if tha 
touch of Paris had galvanized them, they 
turned round to face the enemy and they 
hurled him back. Exhausted, the poilus pro- 
ceeded to dig themselves in, but in French 
soil. A considerable part of our territory 
remained occupied for four vears This pro- 
duced disaster. from the industrial viewpoint. 
production diminished by 74 per cent, 
iron by 92 per cent, linen by 70 per cent, and 
wool by 80 per cent. If I give these figures, 
it is because they illustrate the reason of our 
indebtedness. Were we .not obliged to buy 
from outside the raw materials which failed 
us? Were we not compelled to construct sub- 
stitute factories of all kinds far removed frorn 
the front, once the war had settled down into 
a conflict of slow attrition instead of an affair 
of three weeks or three months, as foretold”? 
Incidentally, we had no reserve of guns or of 
munition®. What better proof could there be 
of our pacific Had we only een 
able to continue supplying shells for our 75s 
perhaps our pursuit of the Germans after the 
Marne might have been much rmore efficacious. 


Production of Arms in 1914. 


No expense was spared in order to manu- 
facture with a minimum of delay all the arms 
possible. By the end of March, 1916, our dally 
shell production had grown to 35 times what 
it had been in December, 18914, and we were 
turning out machine guns at a rate $8 times 
quicker. We had a hundred old heavy guns 
upon mobilization; we possessed 2730 Reavy 
pleces two vears later. 
How did we finance this effort? 

* Without a murmur, the civilian population 
did its duty by bringing to the Treasury in 
the year 1915 alone 18 milliards of francs, 
largely in National Defense bonds. We ob- 
tained credit in the United States, permitting 
us to pay for the orders for war materials 
which we placed there. In October, 1915, 
the Anglo-France joan placed 1,2590,000,000 
francs at our disposal. France and England, 
solidly linked on the battlefield, guaranteed 
this loan. It was the first economic 
of the war affecting the three allied coun 
and it was an urgent and necesSary 
solidarity. Jn 1916 France 
self again. She gave such an impression © 
resolve, of vitalty and energy that Germany 
decided to strike her to the heart, to kill her 
by surprise before she and England could «et 
together to ward off the decisive attack. 
Verdun followed. 

They did not pass! 
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France’s Mobilization. 


Despite their furious ettacks, 
five months; despite a massing of guns such 
as history had never before known, they did 
not penetrate over the Vaux-Douaumont line, 
on the right bank of the Meuse, nor did they 
take Hill 304 or Dead Man's Crest, on the 
left bank. Every division in our army cme 
to Verdun to be decimated. France lost thcre 
the best of her blood. Enfeebled to a point 
of exhaustion, yet she remained on her feet, 
sustained by those young soldiers “entering 
upon their careers,” as our ‘‘Marseillaise”’ says, 
their elders no more. Sending back our 
wounded to the flring line directly they left 
the hospital, sacrificiney without considering a 
moment, an irreplaceable elite of character and 
brains, leaving the cultivation of the soil to 
women, old men and children, France suc- 
ceeded in mobilizing 90 per cent of her male 
population between the ags of 18 and 60. A 
prodigious effort and one only equaled in 
the domain of war material production. 

* Meanwhile, on their side our English com- 
rades were organizing themselves powerfully.
